Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Swales 
US patent Number 6,982,953. 

As per claims 1-2, Swales teaches a communication apparatus and method for 
receiving a predetermined service from another apparatus on a network (see fig 7, 
elements 200 and 220; a predetermined service is interpreted to be a request for or a 
monitoring service and any predetermined service between elements 200 and 220) 
comprising: an extraction unit for extracting information of a proper device capable of 
providing the predetermined service from information on the apparatus on the network 
(Swales teaches retrieving (extracting information of a device at col. 12 lines 20-21); 
and list forming means for forming a list of numbers acquired by the proper device 
included in the information extracted by said extraction unit (at col. 12 lines 18-19 
Swales teaches maintaining a list of IP address (i.e. a list of numbers acquired by the 
device); it must be noted that the steps of forming the list precedes maintenance of the 
list.
